Bidding in this sale can be an interesting, enjoyable, and 
numismatically rewarding experience. If you're an old-time 
bidder with us you may find some of the following com- 
ments will increase your bidding success. If this is your first 
sale then we particularly recommend that you read this com- 
mentary. The paragraphs are numbered for reference in the 
event that you wish to ask further questions about any 
aspect. Have a question? You get personal service at Bowers and 
Ruddy Galleries. Please feel free to write or call and a 
member of our Auction Department staff will gladly answer 
it. 

1. Read the Terms of Sale in the front of the catalogue. 
These terms define your obligation when you submit a bid 
sheet. 

2. Mail your bid sheet as early as possible. This is par- 
ticularly important if you're a new bidder, for it takes us time 
to check your references. Also, this assures that your bid 
sheet will be received before the sale. A bid sheet mailed a 
few days before the sale might not reach us until a week 
later — at which time the coins have all been sold to others! 

3. We've found it best to use a work sheet to compile bids. In 
this way you can check back and forth throughout the 
catalogue, make changes and revisions, and so on. Then 
when you've decided on your final bids enter them on the 
bid sheet. Try your best to keep the bid sheet neat and clearly 
understandable, listing the lots in order. 

4. If you are a new bidder, send along references and a 25% 
deposit. 

5. Be prepared to pay in full for all lots for which your bids 
are successful. Don't bid more than you want to pay! Review 
your financial circumstances carefully before bidding. If you 
are awarded lots you are legally bound to pay for them. 

6. Please keep current price levels in mind when bidding. 
While high and low prices sometimes occur, most items sell 
within market ranges. If a popular coin sells for $500 on the 
retail market, chances are not good that a bid of, say, less 
than $400 will win it. On the other hand, chances are ex- 
cellent that a bid in the $500 to $600 range will be a winner. 
There is no harm in bargain hunting, but as your time is 
valuable (and so is ours) it is most productive if you keep cur- 
rent values in mind while bidding! 

7. Auction invoices are due upon receipt unless prior credit 
arrangements have been made with us. 



8. You may pay for your auction lots with Visa, Master 
Charge, or American Express charge card. 

9. Be sure to sign your bid sheet. 

10. Ink is best for writing bids. Pencil tends to blur. 

11. If bid changes are necessary, do not write over any 
figures. Instead, cross them out completely and re-enter the 
bids.

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Introduction 



elcome to the sale of the Earl Victor Tuttle Collection of United States 
coins. On the pages to follow are offered well over one thousand different 
lots of choice, rare, interesting and desirable issues — as well as common 
varieties and dealer's lots. The coins offered are the property of Mr. Tuttle 
as well as several consignors. The present volume is a companion cata- 
logue to the Earl V. Tuttle Collection of foreign and an- 
cient coins. Following dominance of the coin market by investors for several years, the 
tide has turned — as it has at least three other times in the cataloguer's memory — back 
to collectors. Collectors, the true numismatists, furnish the basis for the hobby as it tradi- 
tionally has evolved. The collector is the ultimate consumer, if you will, and while in- 
vesters selling to other investors may run up the market for awhile, unless there is an 
underlying collector demand the market will not sustain itself. 

Today, in mid-1981, the collector, if not completely king, is at least the crown prince. 
So it is with particular enthusiasm that we describe the present offering as a sale for col- 
lectors. While there certainly are enough rarities to attract the most moneyed on our 
client list, by and large the sale is made up of pieces which the average collector can 
aspire to own. Literally, there is something for everyone. 

One of the anomalies of today's market is that the rarest pieces do not necessarily 
bring the highest prices. Sometimes great rarities can be obtained for nominal sums, 
simply because they have not been promoted and have not been in the limelight. Even 
items which were once very much in the limelight have diminished in the publicity ac- 
corded to them simply because promoters have not had a large supply. For example, 
take the 1864-L Indian cent.The piece was rare and desirable 30 years ago, was in great 
demand 20 years ago, and as recently as the early 1960's was on the want list of many 
different numismatists. Since that time it, together with many other scarce date and 
mintmark varieties, have been relegated to the background. While we have no way of 
knowing what lot 2055, a beautiful Uncirculated 1864-L cent will bring, we can say that 
probably not more than a dozen or so in equal quality have come on the market during 
the past year. Indeed, the collector who admires Indian cents will have a field day with 
the present catalogue — there are many splendid pieces offered. 

And so it goes also with Lincoln cents, 2-cent pieces, nickel and silver 3-cent pieces, 
nickels of all designs from Shield through Jefferson types, half dimes, dimes, quarters, 
and so on through the denomination list to double eagles. 

Silver dollars have always been high on the popularity list. The reason for this is 
multifold: first, they are large in diameter, attractively designed, and impressive to 
behold. Second, there are millions of them around so that virtually anybody desiring to 
own one can do so, especially the common issues. Third, they have an undeniably 
romantic history. The present catalogue is literally "stuffed" with Morgan and Peace 
dollars. Do the Carson City Mint issues interest you? Or, are you putting together a set 
by dates and mintmarks? Or, perhaps your fancy is a rare issue. Whatever it may be, 
check our silver dollar listing very carefully in the present catalogue. There are hun- 
dreds — yes, hundreds — of them to choose from and bid on! 
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The present catalogue features one of the most extensive listings of silver and com- 
memorative gold coins to appear in any of our recent auctions. Commemoratives, by 
reason of their diversity, are among the most fascinating of all United States coin issues. 
The quality offered here is excellent, the selection is large and the opportunity exists to 
buy at your own price. Don't miss this section of the catalogue! 

The undersigned, Q. David Bowers, catalogued and graded all of the United States 
coins in the present volume, with the exception of tokens and medals which were the 
work of Dr. George J. Fuld. We have endeavored to be accurate in our grading, even 
conservative, and we hope you will be pleased. 

If you have participated in our recent auction sale then you know the thrill it is to bid 
on a few, several dozen, or even a few hundred coins, to mail in your bid sheets, and 
then to receive shortly after the sale a listing of the pieces for which you were suc- 
cessful. If you have not bid in our sales before, why not use the present catalogue as a 
beginning? Read the catalogue carefully noting the pieces which interest you most. 
Then determine your budget. Bid liberally on pieces which you "can't live without," 
and bid conservatively on coins which you would like to buy only if "the price is right." 
Chances are if your bids are at all realistic a percentage of them will be successful. If you 
see several coins of the same year or mintmark variety — in the silver dollar series for 
example — and if you only want to acquire one, then you can note special instructions 
on your bid sheet to this effect. The same is true if you want to bid on, say, $5,000 
worth of coins but just have a budget of $2,000 in the event that you are successful. A 
special page, "Helpful Instructions For Mail Bidders," will give your further ideas. Read 
it carefully. 

Now that investors have diminished in quantity on the numismatic scene, collectors 
have better opportunities today than any time in the past year or two. When you bid, 
chances are good that your competition will come from other collectors, not from in- 
vestors who are bidding without knowledge. 

We have studied the coin market for many years and have found that it moves in 
well-defined patterns. Traditionally the best time to buy is when the market is relatively 
quiet — as it is now. However, at the same time this concept is one of the most difficult 
to transmit, for there is something about frantic market activity which encourages wild 
spending! It takes thinking and measure of fortitude to buy when others are resting in 
the sidelines. And yet, the rewards are inevitably greater to those who buy during such 
periods. 

A beautiful collection of United States coins is a pleasure to own and can be a solid 
store of value for your financial future. 

In 1970, slightly over a decade ago, in one of our catalogues we wrote a monologue 
about the joys of collecting. While most of the paragraphs in that particular article were 
devoted to the pleasures of coin ownership — the artist, romantic, and historical advan- 
tages — investment was touched on as well. But, investment was just a side benefit. 
"Collect wisely, and the investment aspect will take care of itself," we said. While look- 
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ing at price charts might be interesting, particularly if you are a stock market speculator 
or investor, far more interesting in our opinion is learning about the history and 
background of the coin. The 1921-D Mercury dime, the 1787 Connecticut copper cent, 
the 1854 Double eagle, the 1900 Lafayette commemorative dollar, the 1878 Morgan 
dollar — coins which appear in this catalogue, some common and some rare — each 
have their own individual story. And, knowing the story can often double or triple the 
pleasure of ownership. 

With inflation seemingly with us to stay for the forseeable future, with worldwide in- 
terest in coin collecting increasing, and with more and more successful professional peo- 
ple turning to hobbies as a way to escape the sameness of our computer-oriented world, 
it seems to the writer that coin collecting has a beautiful future ahead. While it might be 
interesting to look through our catalogues of 1971, ten years ago, to see how cheap the 
prices were — or even our catalogues of the early 1950's, for that matter — the fact re- 
mains that we are dealing with today. Charted at five-year intervals, the price trends of 
United States coins has been steadily upward. Sure, there has been ups and downs. 
1950-D Jefferson nickels were more expensive in 1964 than they are today, 1981, and 
1903-0 Silver dollars were more expensive 20 years ago than they are today. But, for 
every piece which has decreased in value, probably 100 have increased in value — cer- 
tainly a spectacular record. Those who bought at the high point of the market a year or 
two ago may have to wait some time to show a profit, but on the average the profit will 
come if history maintains its tradition. In the meantime, if not earlier, today s price 
levels are much more attractive and permit in effect the turning back of the hands of 
time to two, three, or four years ago. Probably many pieces in the present catalogue 
will be viewed as bargains ten years from now. As such, ten years from now is not time 
to buy them — the time to buy them, or at least think about buying them, is now. 

Enough philosophy.. .on with the sale. Check the catalogue carefully, read the bid- 
ding instructions, and send in your bid sheet. We look forward to hearing from you. 
Or, better yet, plan to attend the sale in person. Either way, some really beautiful coins 
are yours for the bidding!

Washington in military uniform facing left. Reverse with "small" 
eagle with upraised wings. Edge letter UNITED STATES OF 
AMERIGA. Extremely Fine. Some rim nicks. Quite sharp and pleas- 
ing. 




2015 1793 Washington ship halfpenny. Extremely Fine. Glean, smooth 

surfaces naturally toned a medium brown. With reverse die bulge 
much less pronounced than usually seen. 



2016 1795 Washington Liberty and Security halfpenny. Edge lettered 

PAYABLE AT LONDON LIVERPOOL OR BRISTOL. Very Fine. A 
better than average strike. 




2017 Washington SUGGESS TO THE UNITED STATES token. Large 
planchet. Plain edge. Baker-265b. Rare variation with the obverse die 
broken diagonally across the top. The obverse grade is Very Fine; the 
reverse, due to the low relief, is Very Good. 

2018 (Girca 1796) Washington Repub. Ameri. medal in copper. Baker-36. 
Extremely Fine, but with initials "TAW" punched on the obverse. 




2019 1787 Fugio cent. Newman 12-X. Glossy brown Uncirculated with 

some tinges of original mint color. Lightly struck as nearly always 
seen for this variety. Probably from the Bank of New York hoard 
dispersed many years ago. 



Civil War Tokens 



Givil War tokens were issued by private merchants from 1861 to 1864 to 
replace the hard specie that "dried up" due to hoarding of hard money. 
These copper cents (ones struck in other metals are rarer, but were not usual- 
ly struck for circulation) allowed the merchants to continue commerce, and 
they circulated freely at par in the Eastern and Mid-Western cities. In 1864, 
when the New York Gentral Railroad could not redeem several thousand 
tokens from A. Lindemueller, Federal legislation was passed forbidding their 
issuance. 

Over 12,000 different Patriotic and Store Card tokens are known. 
Twenty-five years ago, common circulated tokens sold for 10c to 15c 
apiece. Today, a very fine common piece is worth about $3, and certain 
rarer tokens have auction records in excess of $2,000. 

The standard reference Store Card Tokens, by Melvin and George Fuld was 
first published in 1972 and a revised reprint edition is available from Bowers 
& Ruddy at $40. The book Patriotic Civil War Tokens, also by Melvin and 
George Fuld was first published in 1960, and a revised, enlarged fourth edi- 
tion is due in mid-1981. 

The following group of Givil War tokens are all rare store cards, most in 
off-metals. 

2020 Fuld NY-10A-9b Brass. Benjamin & Herrick, Albany. Scarce reverse 
R-8. 

2021 Fuld NY-10A-9a Gopper. Benjamin & Herrick. Uncirculated, red R-8; 

NY-10A-9d Gopper-nickel. Uncirculated, R-8. Very rare. (Total: 2 
pieces) 

2022 Fuld NY-10A-9e White metal. Benjamin & Herrick. R-8. Perfect Un- 
circulated. 
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2023 Fuld NY-630AQ-le Augustus Lindemueller. Thick and large size. 
White metal. Uncirculated. It was Lindemueller who brought the 
downfall of the Civil War tokens when he returned to redeem 
several thousand from the NYC Central Railroad. Very rare. R-8. 



2024 Fuld Wisconsin 30A-ld. Copper-nickel. Prooflike. Parsons & Barlow, 
Appleton, Wisconsin. Very rare, a rare town and desirable. R-8.

Struck prooflike in copper-nickel. Some flan irregularities show on 
obverse. Very rare and desirable, and another R-8. 



2033 Fuld Wisconsin 510-AA-5b Same type as Lots 2031 and 2032, but 
with America. Obverse, struck prooflike in brass, with full lustre. 
Certainly the rarest combination known of Miller & Co. and a full 
R-9 (two to four known). 








2025 Fuld Wisconsin 30A-le. Similar type to preceding but struck in white 
metal. Uncirculated on larger flan. R-9, which equals two to four 
known.

2034 1832 Choice AU-55. Mottled surfaces comprising brown, yellow, 
green, and a few other hues. 

2035 1834 Extremely Fine-40. Olive and brown surfaces. 

Probably lightly treated with a 
camel's hair brush such as many early copper specialists use. 




2026 Fuld Wisconsin 70A-la. Copper of Peck and Pratt. Extremely 
desirable piece as a single issue town, and an R-8 issue meaning five 
to ten are known. On almost all town want lists. Extremely Eine. 

2027 Fuld Wisconsin 185A-lb C.W. Smith of East Troy. Eagle type in 
brass, Brilliant Uncirculated with full lustre. Another R-9 with two to 
four known. 




2037 1837 Fialf cent token. Properly a part of the Hard Times token series, 

this piece has been "adopted" into the half cent series by tradition, 
spurred on by Wayte Raymond including a space for this coin in his 
"National" album for half cents, because no regular U.S. mint half 
cent was dated this year. Deservedly popular. AU-50. Glossy brown 
surfaces. 




2028 Fuld Wisconsin 185A-3a The "naked" Indian obverse which is much 
in demand. Copper. Almost full mint red and an R-9. 

2029 Fuld Wisconsin 510-O-3a C.E. Graff of Milwaukee, naked Indian 
type. Copper with full mint red. Again an R-8. 

2030 Fuld Wisconsin 510-O-3b. Identical type to preceding, but struck in 
brass. Virtually full lustre and also an R-8. 

2031 Fuld Wisconsin 510-AA-4a A. Miller & Co., Milwaukee. Also the 
naked Indian type in copper with 95 % full red. Also an R-8 type. 




2038 1849 Large date. First readily collectible year of the Braided Hair style. 
Choice AU-55. Deep russet surfaces. 

2039 1853 Extremely Fine-40. Glossy brown surfaces. 

2040 1854 Probably MS-60, Uncirculated but recolored so that the true 
grade cannot be ascertained for sure. The surfaces are a combination 
of bronze, gold, and brown hues. Sharply struck and otherwise quite 
desirable.

2053 Trio of Indian cents: 1863 Choice AU-55; 1866 MS-60 to MS-63, Un- 
circulated but cleaned long ago (and a very good job) and now reton- 
ing; 1888 Choice AU-55. (Total: 3 pieces) 

2054 1864 Copper-nickel. Select Brilliant Uncirculated, MS-63. A few 
microscopic spots. Still a very nice example of this issue. Particularly 
sharply struck on the reverse. 



2055 1864-L Select Uncirculated, MS-63. Reddish brown surfaces. A very 
nice example of one of the most desired issues in the Indian cent 
series. Pristine uncleaned coins such as this are becoming rarer with 
each passing day.

Until around 1958-1959 virtually all AU Indian cents seen in col- 
lections, at conventions, and so on were varying shades of brown, 
often with tinges of original mint color. Uncirculated pieces of the 
quality we would grade as MS-60 through MS-63 today (back then 
the ANA system was not in use) would likewise usually have natural 
toning to some degree. In the late 1950s a prominent eastern dealer 
discovered that AU pieces, if dipped, would become Brilliant and 
could be passed as "Brilliant Uncirculated," especially to buyers who 
were not familiar with the series. Accordingly, he purchased large 
quantities of Indian cents in AU and toned Uncirculated grades and 
proceeded to clean them. The pieces were then advertised at bargain 
prices. If a legitimate Brilliant Uncirculated Indian cent of a given 
issue was worth, say, $100, he would advertise one as "Brilliant Un- 
circulated" for $60. Naturally, he received many orders. If the 
customer happened to be knowledgeable and returned the coin, he 
returned their money instantly — so as to head off any possibility that 
the customer would complain to the publication in which the pieces 
were being advertised. By never questioning returns and sending 
money back by return mail the dealer sensibly built a good reputa- 
tion. The only problem was that hundreds and hundreds of collectors 
were victimized by unknowingly purchasing pieces which were 
cleaned. Several years later, when collections containing these pieces 
came on the market, it was too late to complain or at least to com- 
plain effectively. First, the dealer s return privilege had long since ex- 
pired. Second, the dealer had retired from the coin business and 
could no longer be found!

The presently-offered 1854, a coin of the Philadelphia Mint is at least 
a dozen or two times rarer in this grade than the San Francisco Mint 
issue although, paradoxically, the San Francisco Mint issue lists for 
more in A Guide Book of United States Coins, 1981 issue! A prize rarity in 
this condition.

The 1856 flying eagle cent is one of the most popular of all United 
States coins. Back in the 1950s, when collecting coins by date and 
mintmark sequence was the most popular method of assembling a 
group of pieces, the 1856 flying eagle cent always commanded a 
position of respect. At that time an 1856 flying eagle cent command- 
ed a price of $300 or so in Proof condition, while Proof examples 
from 1879 through 1909 could be purchased for $2 or $3 each. To- 
day, the aura surrounding the 1856 flying eagle cent has been delud- 
ed by hundreds of other coins which have attained high prices, but if 
one sifts through numismatic history, one will appreciate the 1856 
flying eagle cent for what it is — certainly one of the most popular of 
all American coins and a piece which for over a century has been a 
cornerstone of American numismatics.

Many coins are much rarer in certain grades than they appear to he. If one 
estimates raritxj based upon advertisements, one can he sadly misled. The 
cataloguer has at hand as this section is being done the March 13, 1981 copy of 
The Coin Dealer Newsletter. Allen Harriman, the editor comments that 
dealers who sell among themselves even have vast problems of overgrading. In a 
front-page article he notes the paradox that several dealers were offering to sell coins 
described as "stnctly MS- 05" at 10% to 20% BELOW bid price. At the same 
time several other dealers were offering to pay ABOVE bid for many of the same 
issues! Allen Harriman noted ‘on the surface this discrepancy seems stmnge to say 
the least. But when these bargain-priced MS-05s are examined it becomes quite 
obvious that GRADING is the problem — not the current pricing stnicture 
He went on to say that in the series being discussed, silver dollars in this instance, 
it would be difficult to find one MS-05 out of tivelve that was graded properly 
according to a report that was furnished to him by a leading buyer! 

What does all of this have to do with Indian cents? Simply this: If one were to 
review price lists, one would conclude that MS-05 or Proof-05 Indian cents of the 
early dates are fairly common, even plentiful. And, there would be many 
bargains. But, when the pieces are actually examined we doubt if one in tivenfy 
would measure up to shictly graded standards. If the dealers when dealing among 
themselves engage in flagrant overgrading, pify the poor collectors!

While qualih/ isn't 
eveiything and while there certainly are many values to be had among coins of 
lesser grades, if you bid on Proof-03, Proof-o5, or some other high grade coin, it is 
frustrating to find that the coin is not what you had expected.

The relief of the dies of the 1926 Sesquicentennial half dollar was 
so shallow that specimens look worn even though they have not 
received the slightest bit of handling. Complicating the situation is 
the fact that the light striking pressure was used, with the result that 
the high point of the cheek on the obverse traditionally shows 
graininess and planchet nicks and marks which were on the original 
planchet, but which were never flattened out.

3414 General Motors trial piece from the mid-1960's. It is indeed 
unusual to offer in two consecutive sales, the same piece when there 
are only three copies known to exist. In our most recently completed 
Chesterfield Sale, Lot 4176 was the identical type of trial except that 
the engraved initials in the field was 25M. Lot 4176 sold for $750.00. 
The specimen offered herewith is the first specimen ever sold public- 
ly as Lot 951 from Kagin' s sale in July 1979 accompanied by ANACS 



Certificate E-8325-B. The condition of this specimen is Uncirculated, 
very close to that of the preceding piece. Struck in bronze. It should 
be noted that the roller mill that was being experimentally studied at 
General Motors made a multiple number of coins at one time and 
then were punched out from the solid sheet. 

As stated in the Chesterfield description this device consisted of a 
series of obverse dies arranged radially on a wheel and a series of 
reverse dies arranged radially on another wheel. These two wheels 
when turned brought the dies into close proximity, at which point a 
planchet was struck. It was discovered that "a chain is only as strong 
as its weakest link," so to speak, and that the breakage of one die in 
the series would necessitate shutting down the entire mechanism. For 
this reason and also for problems resulting from planchet cracking 
and striking clarity, the proposal was dropped. 

It should be noted that these individually lettered pieces in the 
fields were location numbers of the obverse and reverse die along the 
roller bar. Presumably if there were 50 coins across, the numbers 
would go from 1 to 50; and the circumference of 26 positions would 
go from A to Z. Rumor does exist that a third piece is known by a 
midwest collector so at the present time apparently three of these are 
reported. 

It should be pointed out that the U.S. Mint was not about to 
release its regular dies to allow the coins to come into circulation so 
that these fantasy dies were used on the coin instead. This is a 
fascinating piece of coinage history as stated before and the price 
realized on this will perhaps bring forth any others that may be 
known.

The piece has some light rubbing on various 
areas but, over all, is Extremely Fine. The reverse design is slightly 
different from the preceding, but this is one of the more attractive of 
the pieces issued for the 1876 period.
